This Office Action is in response to the election filed May 17, 2005. 

Election/Restrictions 

Applicant's election without traverse of claims 1-14 in the reply filed on May 17, 
2005 is acknowledged. 

Priority

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 4, 10 and 13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Iwasaki (JP 40613253 A). 

In regard to claim 4, Iwasaki teaches a thin-film transistor formed on a substrate 
101 with a concavoconvex surface102, on which: a drain electrode 104 is formed on a 
top surface of the convex portion of the concavoconvex surface 102; a semiconductor 
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channel layer and a gate electrode 106 formed on a side surface area connecting to the 
top surface of the convex portion; and a source electrode 103 is formed on a bottom 
surface of a concave portion connecting to the side surface area of the convex portion 
(Figures 1(a)-1(d)). 

In regard to claim 10, Iwasaki teaches the semiconductor constituting the thin- 
film transistor formed of polycrystal silicon (abstract, Figures 1(a)-1(d)). 

In regard to claim 13, Iwasaki teaches the substrate 101 formed of a glass 
material (abstract, Figures 1(a)-1(d)). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-3, 5-6, 8-9, 11-12 and 14 are allowed. 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: The prior art of record does not disclose, make obvious, or otherwise suggest 
the structure of the applicant's together with the other limitations of the independent 
claims, such as a source electrode and a drain electrode are formed on adjacent 
convex portions of the concavoconvex surface; a semiconductor channel layer and a 
gate electrode are formed on a concave area between the convex portions; and a 
semiconductor channel layer, a gate insulating film and a gate electrode are laminated 
on the convex portion of the concavoconvex surface in this order; a source electrode 
and a drain electrode are respectively formed on bottom surfaces of both sides of the 
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convex portion. The dependent claims being further limiting and definite are also 
allowable. 

Claim 7 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would 
be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base 
claim and any intervening claims. 

Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure.
